After serving the community 
since 1901, the Magnolia Federal 
Savings & Loan association will 
become a part of a larger organ- 
ization effective May 31. 


Merger of the local pioneer 
building and loan group with the 
Pomona First Federal Savings & 
Loan association was announced 
today by Don E. Palmer, vice- 
president and manager of the 
Magnolia association. 

An announcement of the mer- 
ger is being mailed today by the 
association to the investors in the 
local group. 

MAINTAIN OFFICE 

“For the time being the Mag- 
nolia office will be operated as 
an agency of the Pomona First 
Federal and members may con- 
tinue to make their loan and share 
payments here,” Mr. Palmer de- 
Qiared. 

The official indicated that for 
many months directors of the as- 
sociation have been faced with the 
problem of making safe loans and 
at the same time continue to re- 
ceive new investment funds from 
local depositors. 


“Tt was finally decided that a 
merger with a larger association 
was the best solution possible,” 
explained Mr. Palmer, who em- 
phasized that in making a deci- 
sion the directors kept in mind the 
type of an association best suited 
to the community. 

GROUP WELL KNOWN 

Fred B. Palmer of Pomona is 
president of the Pomona organ- 
ization. Mr. Palmer of Upland 
and the Pomona Mr. Palmer are 
not related. 

“Many directors of the Pomona 
association have been prominent 
in the business life of this valley 
for many years and have been 
successful in building the asso- 
ciation to a very strong financial 
position,” Mr. Palmer explained. 


Even before Upland became an 


incorporated community, a group 
of residents formed the Magnolia 
Building & Loan association, the 
organization occurring in 1901. 
At the outset the association be- 
gan playing an important role in 
the development of the commun- 
ity and since then a big majority 
of local residences have been con- 
structed through the financial co- 
operation of the local group, it 
was explained. 


The late Fred W. Palmer serv- 
ed as president of the association 
for many years and during his 
tenure the present office building 
was erected at 237 Second avenue. 

LOCAL DIRECTORS 

President of the association now 
is J. Emery Sargent. Besides Mr. 
Sargent and Don E. Palmer, the 
directors are O. E. Atwood, Dr. 
A. L. Weber, H. T. Belcher, E. 
W. Westergaard and Roy Creigh- 
ton. 

Mrs. Ellery F. Wright, secre- 
tary, will continue to work at the 
local office. 

Paul Walker, secretary-treasur- 
er of the Pomona First Federal, 
expressed the assurance that di- 
rectors of his association are eag- 
er to serve the needs of the com- 
munity. 

The building and loan office will 
be maintained here on an indefin- 
ite basis, according to Mr. Walker. 

SEES GREATER SERVICE 

Fred B. Palmer, president of 
the Pomona association, expressed 
the belief here yesterday that the 
merger will result in a “larger 
field of service to the commun- 
ity”. 

The combined investment and 
loan accounts total nearly 7,000 
and the reserves in the Pomona 
organization are nearly 9 per cent, 
he explained. Incidentally, the 
Pomona association was organiz- 
ed several years earlier than the 
Magnolia, this being the fiftieth 
anniversary year for the First 
| Federal.

“There was very little partian- 
ship shown among the legislators 
and I believe party politics should 
not have, any part in state af- 
fairs,” continued the assembly- 
man, who has just completed his 
first term. He added that “it is 
my belief more good can be ac- 
complished if there is nearly an 
equal division between Republic- 
ans and Democrats, so that one 
group can serve as a check against 
the other.” 


Mr. Price cited one example, 
however, of party lines being evi- 
dent when Assemblyman Sam 
Collins sought to get the legisla- 
ture to memoralize Congress to 
prohibit a president holding of- 
fice for more than two terms. 

Mr. Price listed as among the 
major accomplishments suspend- 
ing the full crew train bill, and 
appropriation of money to fight 
the Oriental fruit fly. He ex- 
pressed support of the measure 
providing for an increased A.D.A. 
allotment to school districts.
